S.A.C.  Review 

Since  production  costs  have  increased 
steadily  over  the  past  few  years  and 
mailing  charges  more  than  tripled  (from 
12  cents  to  39  cents)  under  new  rates 
announced  last  year,  a  decision  has  re- 
grettably been  made  that  distribution  of 
the  School  year  book,  the  Review,  must 
be  curtailed.  Starting  with  the  1970  ed- 
ition the  Review  will  be  sent  only  to  Old 
Boys  who  have  left  the  School  in  the  pre- 
vious five  years,  in  addition  to  present 
students  of  course.  Formerly  the  Review 
was  sent  annually  to  those  who  requested 
it  in  reply  to  a  questionnaire  sent  some 
years  ago.  We  hope  the  new  policy  will 
not  be  received  too  adversely,  however, 
since  the  Andrean  has  been  published 
more  frequently  in  recent  years  and  con- 
tains more  news  of  the  School.  For  most 
people  we  are  confident  that  it  will  suf- 
fice to  keep  them  in  touch.  There  will 
be  a  few  extra  copies  of  the  Review 
available  for  special  requests  at  nominal 
cost,   probably  about  $5. 

Judo  Enthusiasm 

The  School  has  been  fortunate  this 
year  in  having  Danny  Yu,  UVI  student, 
to   instruct  in  Judo. 

As  well  as  influencing  a  number  of 
boys  to  take  part  in  this  activity  he  has 
stimulated  three  St.  Andrew's  Masters 
to  join  a  local  club  in  Ballantrae.

PRIZE   DAY  1970 


One  of  Ihe  most  pleasant  days  in  the 
fcchool  year  at  St.  Andrew's  is  the  annual 
Prize  Day.  the  day  when  the  entire 
School,  parents,  friends  and  not  a  few 
Old  Boys  gather  to  honour  the  grad- 
uates and  other  students  who  have  dis- 
tinguished themselves  during  the  year. 
It  Is  a  nostalgic  day.  too.  for  those  who 
are  leaving  and  realize  that  their  sojourn 
at  St.  Andrew's  is  about  to  end.  The 
setting  on  the  quad  is  perfect  for  rem- 
iniscences, with  the  trees  in  full  leaf, 
the  grass  shimmering  in  the  sunlight,  and 
the  organ  music  drifting  out  from  the 
Chapel. 

Ceremonies  commenced  promptly  at 
3  pm.  with  the  procession  of  Governors 
distinguished  guests  and  the  staff  from 
Dunlap  Hall  to  the  dais  on  the  quad. 
Dr.  John  Wilkie.  former  Chaplain  of  the 
School,  led  the  audience  in  prayers,  fol- 
lowed by  the  singing  of  one  of  the 
School  hymns  and  reading  of  the  121st 
Psalm.  The  Headmaster  reported  on  the 
highlights  of  the  year,  then  came  the 
presentation  of  prizes.  Mr.  J.  K.  Mac- 
donald.  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors, gave  the  address,  which  follows: 

Mr.  Headmaster,  members  of  the 
Board,  boys  of  St.  Andrew's,  parents, 
and  guests  of  the  School,  it  is  indeed 
hard  to  realize  that  eleven  years  have 
gone  by  since  I  had  the  honour  and 
pleasure  to  speak  to  you  on  Prize  Day. 
The  world  we  live  in  has  become 
more  complicated  than  ever  before.  With 
the  advances  of  modern  technology  we 
are  exposed  to  radio  and  television  with 
j  heir  ability  to  instantly  involve  us  in 
factions  taking  place  throughout  the 
world  and  we  are  generally  apt  to  forget 
that  we  are  not  seeing  or  hearing  the 
whole  event  but  only  that  part  that 
the  news  media  generally  thinks  is  sen- 
sational. In  other  words,  we  are  e\ 
posed  to  a  distorted  view,  in  many  cases. 
of  world  happenings  whether  at  home 
or   abroad. 

Our  reactions  and  impressions  are 
therefore  formulated  on  only  partial 
truths.  It  is  a  very  frightening  situation 
and  one  we  must  constantly  guard  our- 
selves  against. 

It  is  therefore  a  much  more  difficult 
and  complex  world  that  you  boys  in  par- 
ticular  are    facing   to-day. 

I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  that 
schools  such  as  ours  are  more  than  ever 
necessary  in  preparing  our  boys  for  the 
future. 

It  would  seem  to  be  particularly  ap- 
propriate that  my  remarks  to-day  should 
be  especially  to  the  boys,  and  I  am  sure 
that  you  as  parents  and  friends  will  ap- 
preciate this  fact.  To-day  marks  the 
recognition  of  your  individual  achieve- 
ments particularly  in  the  academic  side, 
with  special  recognition  of  those  who 
have  contributed  in  an  outstanding  way 
to  the  overall  life  of  the  school  during 
the  year.  Throughout  the  year,  of  course, 
each  and  every  one  of  you  boys  has  par- 
ticipated on  teams,  in  chapel  services,  in 
literary  activities,  in  our  fine  cadet  corps, 
and  so  on.  Thus  all  of  you  are  being 
^recognized. 

I  do  not  imagine  that  during  this 
past  year  all  of  you  have  had  the  op- 
portunity or  the  inclination  to  sit  back 
and  consider  just  why  you  are  at  St. 
Andrew's  College  and  what  advantages 
you  have  gained.  In  other  words,  just 
what  has  an  independent  school  to  offer 
you  for  your  development  and  for  your 
preparation  for  the  future  that  the  ord- 
inary    day     school     cannot     give     you? 


Highlight  of  the  proceedings  was  the 
surprise  presentation  by  the  students  of 
his  Doctoral  robes  to  a  delighted  Dr. 
Anthony  Dawson.  Helping  him  don  the 
robes  are  Charles  Edwards  and  Norman 
Wilkie.  Dr.  Dawson  is  Director  of  Music 
at  St.  Andrew's  and  was  awarded  his 
Doctorate  in  music  this  year. 


Frankly,  these  are  some  of  the  points 
that  your  parents  must  have  considered 
most  seriously  before  deciding  to  sep- 
arate you  from  home  and  themselves 
and  send  you  here. 

There  are,  of  course,  two  overall  re- 
sponsibilities here  at  St.  Andrew's.  The 
responsibility  of  the  school  to  you  boys 
and  equally  important,  the  responsibility 
of  you  boys  to  your  school. 

Without  boys  there  would  be  no  St. 
Andrew's  College  and  therefore  you  are 
the  most  important  part  of  the  school. 

Here  at  Aurora  we  have  one  of  the 
finest  settings  of  any  school  in  Canada 
and  your  Board  of  Governors  is  always 
conscious  of  the  necessity  that  it  be  well 
maintained.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Board 
to  attract  to  the  School  a  staff  that  is 
competent,  efficient,  and  dedicated  to 
the  responsibility  of  giving  you  the  very 
best  of  intellectual,  spiritual,  and  phys- 
ical guidance.  I  believe  that  we  have  at 
the  School  to-day  an  excellent  staff 
that  is  most  desirous  and  capable  of 
giving  you  the  very  best  of  all-round 
training.  However,  unless  you  are  will- 
ing to  co-operate  and  to  enter  into  the 
interest  and  the  spirit  of  the  School, 
their  efforts  will  be  of  no  avail. 

It  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  to  provide  the  most 
up-to-date  teaching  facilities  to  keep 
abreast  -  or.  if  possible,  -  ahead  of  the 
new  approaches  to  teaching.  Hence  the 
decision  to  build  the  new  science  build- 
ing, addition  to  the  library,  and  the  mod- 
ernization  of   other  facilities. 

We  will  always  need  new  facilities 
and  with  the  help  of  old  boys,  parents, 
and  friends  of  the  school,  I  trust  we 
shall  be  able  to  continue  to  provide 
them. 

Here  I  hope  you  have  learned  many 
things.  But  some  of  them  are  very  de- 
finitely more  important  than  others.  I 
hope  you  have  realized  the  value  of 
discipline.  That  there  is  the  need  to 
appreciate  the  thoughts  of  and  have 
consideration  for  others.  Also,  the  value 
of  being  a  member  of  a  team,  of  assist- 
ing in  an  overall  project  such  as  the 
winning  of  a  football  game,  for  instance, 
or  the  completion  of  any  other  type  of 
group  project.  That  there  is  a  greater 
sense  of  satisfaction  in  feeling  that  you 
have  been  a  participant  in  an  achieve- 
ment rather  than  an  individual  who  has 
achieved  something  at  the  expense  of 
others  with  no  regard  for  their  feelings  or 
their  own  progress.  I  hope  that  you 
have  learned  that  it  is  of  great  value  to 
have  a  broad  knowledge  and  an  under- 
standing of  things  in  general  rather  than 
just  of  one  two  pet  hobbies  or  pet  sub- 
jects. I  hope  also  that  you  have  learned 
tolerance  of  others,  that  everyone  of  us 
has  weaknesses  of  some  sort  and  that 
it  is  all  right,  in  good  fun,  to  laugh  at 
somebody  else's  misfortune  but  always 
with  the  thought  in  mind  that  perhaps 
you  will  be  the  one  laughed  at  the  next 
time.  Unless  you  have  the  desire  and  th; 
willingness  to  learn  and  to  find  out  for 
yourself  and  study  for  yourself,  you  will 
have  a  most  difficult  time  in  taking  your 
rightful  place  in  the  world  outside,  when 
you   leave    St.   Andrew's  College. 

I  can  tell  by  the  look  on  some  of  your 
faces  that  you  are  saying  to  yourselves,  - 
"There's  the  Old  Boy  philosophizing 
again".  I  can  assure  you  the  "Old  Boy" 
had  to  learn  all  this  the  hard  way  him- 
self, and  if  you  cannot  learn  by  the 
mistakes  and  trials  and  tribulations  of 
others  as  well  as  by  your  own.  then  you 
had  just  better  stay  in  a  corner  and  not 
even   come   out    for    breakfast. 

If  you  have  opened  your  minds  and 
thoughts  to  enable  you  to  accomplish 
these  "hopes"  I  have  just  talked  about, 
then  you  have  carried  out  your  respon- 
sibility to  your  school. 

Therefore,  in  summing  up,  what  is  the 
justification  for  an  independent  boy's 
boarding  school?  We  believe  that  with 
physical  and  educational  surroundings 
such  as  these,  with  the  opportunity  of 
learning  to  live  with  others,  and  wtih 
masters  capable  of  providing  the  guid- 
ance, both  mentally,  physically,  and 
spiritually  for  the  full  development  of 
a  boy,  that  St.  Andrew's  can  provide  an 
unusual  and  worthwhile  opportunity  for 
a  boy  to  become  equipped  to  step  for- 
ward into  the  future  and  to  take  his  pro- 
per place  in  the  guidance,  leadership,  and 
development   of  our   country. 

May  I  give  you  older  people  a  few 
thoughts  that  are   in  my  mind.     Some  of 


us  seem  to  care  more  about  what  is  on 
our  young  peoples'  heads  than  what  is  in 
them.  Our  concern  often  is  with  ap- 
pearances  rather   than   with   persons. 

In  an  age  of  supposed  unbeliefs, 
people  are  yearning  for  something  in 
which  to  believe,  not  just  money  or 
beautiful  homes.  We  should  believe  in 
people   and  in  one   another. 

It  is  no  longer  a  strength  to  have  one's 
mind  solidly"  made  up",  for  so  often  too 
many  us  are  quick  to  react  to  something 
which  we  find  foreign  or  strange  and 
condemn  those  who  believe  us  wrong. 
Let  us  make  sure  we  know  both  sides 
before  we  make  a  decision.  We  need 
a  belief  and  trust  in  one  another  - 
young  with  old,  and  old  with  young. 

Happiness  in  life  can  really  be  found 
in  hard  work  and  belief  in  ourselves. 

I  still  think  most  want  a  leader  to  say 
"no"  but  they  want  and  deserve  a  truly 
logical  reason  for  the  "no". 

So  many  make  life  one  sided.  They 
say  -  "you've  got  to  understand  me  but 
I  don't  have  to  understand  you".  That 
goes  for  both  young  and  old. 

We  hear  so  much  of  cries  of  "down 
with  people".  How  about  a  new  thought- 
-"up  with  people"?  Let  us  oldsters  lead 
the  way  with  that  slogan.  Sure  we  have 
problems,  many  of  them  serious,  too. 
But  by  getting  together,  old  and  young, 
with  a  willingness  to  listen  and  to  learn 
on  the  part  of  both,  maybe  we  can  solve 
at  least  some   of  them. 

I  do  not  believe  I  have  been  moraliz- 
ing.   I  have  just  been  thinking  out  loud. 

I  am  hopeful  that  in  the  future  I  shall 
be  able  to  see  some  of  you  boys  who 
are  sitting  here  as  present  students  of 
the  School,  as  members  of  the  Board. 
By  that  time  I  shall  be  merely  a  wheel- 
chair onlooker  still  interesetd  in  the  ac- 
tivities of  the   School. 

I  would  indeed  be  most  remiss,  and  I 
am  sure  that  you  boys  would  not  for- 
give me.  if  I  did  not  pay  tribute  to  our 
most  active  and  enthusiastic  Ladies' 
Guild  composed  of  the  mothers  of  the 
boys  who  have  been,  or  are  now,  at  the 
School.  They  have  contributed  greatly 
over  the  years  to  the  benefit  of  St.  And- 
rew's, to  the  comfort  of  you  boys,  and 
have  provided  may  of  those  things  that 
we  as  mere  men  and  members  of  the 
Board  probably  would  not  have  thought 
of.  We  members  of  the  Board  do  hope 
and  pray  that  you  ladies  will  continue 
your  interest  and  activities  for  the  better- 
ment  of  the   School. 

In  closing,  may  I  wish  to  all  of  you 
boys  a  happy  holiday  and  to  those  of 
you  who  are  not  returning  to  Aurora, 
continued  success  and  happiness  in  your 
new  adventure.  I  do  hope  that  you  will 
always  retain  a  fondness  and  a  respon- 
sibility for  St.  Andrew's  College  and 
remember  that  your  interest  and  return 
here  on  the  occasional  visit  is  of  trem- 
endous importance,  not  only  to  your 
headmaster  and  to  the  staff,  but  also  to 
the  boys  who  will  be  following  in  your 
footsteps.

Lawren  Stewart 
Harris,  LL.D.,  C.C. 

One  of  the  original  students  enrolled 
in  St.  Andrew's  when  it  was  founded  in 
1899,  Lawren  Harris  passed  away  at 
Vancouver  on  January  29,  1970.  He 
achieved  great  distinction  as  an  artist, 
being  one  of  the  original  Group  of  Seven 
who  brought  world  wide  acclaim  for 
Canadian  art  during  the  last  50  years. 
Born  in  1885  in  Brantford,  his  family 
later  moved  to  Toronto  and  he  attended 
St.  Andrew's  College  from  1899  until 
1903.  In  a  letter  to  the  Andrean  a  few 
months  ago,  reminiscing  of  the  early 
days  at  the  School,  one  of  his  contem- 
poraries remarked  "even  in  those  days 
Lawren  Harris'  exercise  books  were  filled 
with  drawings  and   sketches". 

After  a  year  at  the  University  of  Tor- 
onto, he  studied  art  in  Berlin  and  visited 
France,  Italy  and  the  Orient.  In  1910  he 
returned  to  Toronto,  joined  the  Ontario 
Society  of  Artists  in  1911  and  in  1913 
planned  and  helped  to  finance  the  Studio 
Building  there.  He  was  first  president  of 
the  Canadian  Group  of  Painters  in  1933 
and  president.  Federation  of  Canadian 
Artists,  1944-47.  In  1942  he  took  up 
residence  in  Vancouver  where  he  lectured 
at  the  School  of  Art. 

Originally  a  landscapist,  Mr.  Harris 
turned  in  later  years  to  non-objective 
compositions.  Several  of  his  paintings 
hang  in  the  National  Gallery  in  Ottawa 
and  many  more  in  the  McMichael  Col- 
lection  at    Kleinberg,    Ontario. 

Regretfully  the  only  original  painting 
of  his  in  possession  of  the  School  is  the 
portrait  of  Dr.  D.  Bruce  Macdonald, 
Headmaster  1900-1935,  which  hangs  in 
the  Library.  It  was  painted  by  Mr  Harris 
in    1925.
